More On Dominican Republic 


With reference to our editorial of October 14 Mr. Herzog did 
not give us all the facts in his complaint. We dislike being led into 
making comment where all the facts are not supplied. We have 
had a great bit of admiration and respect for Mr. Herzog because 








we believe he has the good of the hobby at 
heart, a great bit more than many other 
people we can think of. However in this 
instance he failed to state all the facts and 


as a result we have had to dig them out 
which has taken some. time and we will 
now review the Dominican Republic 
matter 

Incidentally we were led to look into 
this thoroughly because of some sharp 
criticism by dealers who objected to the 
statements made by Mr. Herzog. When we 
got the full information we had to agree 
that they were right in making their ob- 
jections. 

There are however other matters con- 
cerned, in this instance where various 
countries have set up philatelic agencies. 
Where an agency is in operation the col- 
lector can buy under certain conditions 
at face value, plus a service charge. Even 
so, the collector does not get too much for 
his money because the service charge in 
this case is $1 minimum and in addition to this he has to pay 
return postage and registration. So unless a collector is able to 
order several dollars worth of stamps at one time, he has a postage 
and service charge that will run from 10% to perhaps as much as 
20% over the amount of his order. Even that may make the cost to 
him, less than he would pay from a dealer. But the amount of 
business that comes from the collector, for orders for a single 
stamp or a single set is not enough to affect the sales made by 
dealers who altho they pay a service charge and postage too, if 
these are spread over a large order amounts to perhaps not more 
than one or two per cent of added cost and‘thus need not be con- 
sidered. 

Some correspondents who have written to us on this Herzog 
matter seem to believe that there is a concerted effort on the part 
of certain wholesale dealers to discredit these agencies with an 
idea of getting them to quit. If that happens the collector can not 
buy direct which in turn will make all business go thru the. 
hands of the wholesaler. We do not believe there is enough business 
from collectors to make this of much advantage to the dealer. There 
would be if such agencies as those in our own United States might 
be closed, or in Canada or at the UN, but for the smaller foreign 
countries we doubt if it would be desirable.

Dealers should be very happy over the way the Dominican Re- 
public operates its agency for it has in stock and offers at face 
value as many as 63 different stamps, some single copies, others 
in sets that date back to 1940. That is a period of 17 years. These 
stamps are sold only at face value—to buy any one has to order 
in quantities of from 10 to 100 sets based on the face value. The 
only ones that can be bought at face in singles or sets are 16 which 
come in three units priced at $1.20, $1.60 and $2.23. All the rest 
have to be ordered in a minimum of from 10 to 100 in order to buy 
at face. As such they are not collector buys. Even should a person 
choose to order the three sets mentioned above, he would have 
to pay their cost, plus $1 service charge, return postage and reg- 
istration, so it should be apparent that he would do as well by 
buying from his dealer.

It is very easy to understand how the order could have been 
delayed or not handled to the satisfaction of Mr. Herzog. He did 
not order mint stamps in one order and first day covers in another. 

This meant a delay for the Herzog request and it is very 
probable that when they got around to filling it they simply mailed 
it in a bundle to him as certairly it would hardly be logical to mail 
in open mail, covers with a first day cancel which would show a 
backstamp in New York sometaing like 29 days after date of issue 
or mailing.

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I received an airletter sheet 
postmarked October 10 from 
Ryukyu philatelic agency telling 
me that the 4 yen newspaper 
stamp Which was issued on Oc- 
tober 1 is sold out. This shows 
that this stamp will soon be a 
tough item to obtain. Many read- 
ers want to know how to order 
from the Ryukyu philatelic 
agency. Regardless what you may 
read, see or hear the best method 
is as follows: A 

Obtain an International Money 
order made out to the Philatelic 
Agency, Government of Ryukyus, 
Naha, Okinawa, Ryukyus Islands. 
Give the post office clerk 6c so 

at he may mail the money order 
airmail to the San Francisco ex- 
change office (this speeds the 
mail a bit on the Ryukyus). Un- 
der separate cover send your or- 
der and mention the International 
Money order number which is be- 
ing sent by the post office. This 
js important .The exchange rate 
is 1 dollar for 120 yen (a small 
exchange fee is charged by the 
agency). ‘ 

Return postage must be in- 
closed and try to send enough 
for an airmail reply as surface 
mail takes about seven weeks and 
is poor while airmail takes but 
four days. The agency handles 
FDC but you must inclose ad- 
dressed envelopes which must be 
left blank at the left end for 
the cachet which is applied with 
arubber stamp. 

Try to obtain the last set of 
airs as the agency still has them 
in stock as of September 18. 
These are the airs issued in 1951 
and 1954. The 1954 airs (40y. and 
50y.) had relatively small print- 
ings and will soon be scarce as 
they are obsolete because of the 
airs just issued in 1957. 

Ryukyus issues will make Is- 
rael, Vatican and UN look a bit 
lower in value as the world _ is 
now buying Ryukyu issues. The 
next newcomers will be the 2y. 
New Year’s stamp showing a 
Phoenix and a 2y. postal card. 
Order these in advance as they 
too will be sold pronto. Date of 
issue is December 1, 1957. 

Many people want to know 
about Ryukyu No. 16 (10 yen 
everprint) on the 50 sen roof-top 
stamp of 1950. It seems many 
dealers are selling this item at 
from $2 down to 30c, mint. Peo- 
ple wonder about the wide lati- 
tude, however, if the issue is 
genuine it is worth the extra fee. 

The 50s. issue (without over- 
print) is still available ‘at the 
Ryukyu philatelic agency which 
leads one to wonder whether all 
the “overprints” are genuine. Al- 
so, in western countries it is hard 
to define Ryukyu characters to a 
point which would determine 
whether a given stamp is gen- 
une. 

Try to obtain this item if pos- 
sible used and on cover with all 
postal markings but do not go 
overboard for mint singles, pairs, 
varieties or combinations. And 
look out for the “bargains” on. 
this No. 16, mint. 

Pan American polar firsts have 
been returned and they are in- 
deed nice items. The USA dis- 
patches all show the globe plus 
the direction of the flight indi- 
eated by lines. I recommend all 
Teaders of “International Adven- 
ture” to try to obtain this plus 
any other polar flights as this is 
history in the making. The flight 
from Europe to U.S. picked up a 
dispatch at Vienna. This cover is 
marked “FIRST POLAR FLIGHT 
— EUROPE — WEST COAST 
USA — Wien 10 Sept. 1957”. 

When readers hear of a polar 
flight they should try to find out 
whether any stops or pick-ups 
will be made at points not men- 
tioned in the philatelic press re- 
Ports. These are the “non-philat- 
elic” items which are scarce. 
Many polar collections have hit 
the polar runs via points in Alas- 
ka as Anchorage has been a fuel 
Stop for many of the commercial 
Polar flights and mail has been 
Picked up at that point. 

However, on the Pan Am polar 
flights of September 10 I wrote 
the postmaster at Anchorage and 
Was told this was not a stop for 
this flight. Even So, one needs

from Bulgaria and other sources 
without backstamps. I do not 
collect a first flight unless it is 
backstamped or shows a cancel 
at destination. I, too, received the 
KLM flight of June 29, 1956 from 
Sofia to Amsterdam. This item 
is not backstamped although it 
has a circular FF cancel. 

It must be remembered how- 
ever, that certain countries do 
not give philatelic backstamps. 
For example, the Pan American 
polar flight mentioned was given 
philatelic treatment in Paris (b/ 
s). London, however, merely 
shows a Pan American back- 
stamp plus a date. Of course, 
this is valid. Still, to receive 
a flight such as this without any 
backstamp or similar marking 
would make the item worthless 
to me. 

Sabena has been doing quite a 
bit recently with a first flight to 
Belgrade on October 9. This cover 
has the usual Sabena cachet 
(black circular cancel showing a 
plane plus the points of the 
flight). Also, on October 6 a first 
was made to Montreal, and on 
Septemker 13 to Ankara. These 
are all backstamped at destina- 
tion. 

The Britannia (BOAC) plane, 
registration letters G-ANBJ, left 
London at 17:00 hours August 22 
on the first scheduled service to 
Aden. This was routed via Rome 
and Khartoum and the plane ar- 
rived at Aden at 10:56 hours on 
August 23. The return flight left 
Aden August 25. This is a dis- 
tance of 8,092 statute miles. For 
philatelists BOAC printed a fine 
cover in green and blue showing 
the props of a jet-prop plane. 

Another Britannia plane, regis- 
tration letters G-ANBD, left 


London at 11:00 hours on August 
30 on the first scheduled service 
to Colombo. This route was via 
Frankfurt and Beirut and termin- 
ated at Bombay at 09:05 hours 
August 31.

the airport at Ratmalana was not 
suitable for Britannia aircraft and 
at the time, permission had not 
been granted by the Ceylon 
Government to use Negombo air- 
port. Therefore only covers to or 
from Bombay were flown on this 
flight. 

The first Britannia from Bom- 
bay left at 17:10 hours on Sep- 
tember 1 and arrived at London 
at 07:40 the next day. I have not 
seen any of these covers. How- 
ever, the first Britannia to oper- 
ate through to Colombo left Lon- 
don September 17 at 13:25 hours 
and arrived at Colombo at 16:54 
on the 18th. The return flight 
left Colombo September 20, mak- 
ing a round trip of 10,868 miles. 
BOAC came through again with 
a fine orange and blue cacheted 
envelope for this flight. 

Several hundred readers have 
written for Swedish contacts and 
in line with this I shall try from 
time to time to obtain material 
for my readers. I do hope how- 
ever that in the future no such 
heavy cards be used for this as 
many readers sent thus far. I must 
forward these to Sweden and 
postage is an important factor. I 
do not mind‘aiding collectors but 
as a collector myself I can not 
pay too much postage on this 
gratis service.

In the November 11 edition I 
mentioned that some folks had 
their ‘Deep Freeze’ envelopes 
returned with the outer cover 
marked “Refused” even though 
they had sent their material in 
time to make the deadline. Since 
then I have heard from a number 
of collectors. 

Most state that their material 
was not returned and apparently 
is on its way to the Antarctic 
for servicing as outlined in the 
U. S. Navy’s news release we 
carried. 

The announcement stated that 
each collector was entitled to for- 
ward three envelopes for serv- 
ice, one for each of the polar 
stations. If more than that were 
sent they would not be accepted. 
It could be that persons who had 
their sendings returned did not 
live up to that regulation. It 
could also be that the Navy had 


all the collector mail it could 
handle and so would take no 
more. 


On the matter of the “Deep 
Freeze” cover mentioned can- 
celled August 15, this possibly 
was dated August 5—I had to 
take the writer’s word for that 
inasmuch as the item was not 
sent to me for inspection. 

A lot of people have gotten 
their covers returned with that 
postmark. They, to a man, and 
several women, state that such 
are ones they placed for servicing 
at the South Pole in 1955 and 19- 
56. 

All who wrote were grateful to 
the Navy for the excellent co- 
operation given them in the cov- 
er project.

Several have written to the ef- 
fect that there was an obvious 
error in the page one news story 
about the General Patton semi- 
postals issued by Belgium in 
recent weeks. It was stated that 
his grave was at Hamm in the 
Belgian Ardennes. 

It actually is located, along 
with the United States Military 
Cemetery, in the village of Hamm 
in the Grand Duchy of Luxem- 
bourg. This hamlet is located but 
a few miles from the capital city 
of Luxembourg-Ville. So change 
your write-up on this one ac- 
cordingly. 

It might be of interest that the 
New York Times recently had 
a news article which located Pat- 
ton’s grave in Germany! 





Some of you collect coins along 
with your stamps.

There is a point of law which 
some of you should get through 
your noggins. It has been cover- 
ed here on several previous oc- 
casions. Perhaps due to forgetful- 
ness or not having read it some 
folks have no knowledge of the 
rights involved. 

The present circumstance de- 
veloped when a dealer in sending 
his advertising copy to our of- 
fice stated an item was mint, 
when actually it was used ma- 
terial he wanted to offer. At 
the price he quoted for the alleg- 


ed “mint” the stamps were an 
excellent buy. Naturally, a lot 
of readers spotted it and sent 


orders. 

The dealer was not able to sell 
the item as advertised—he sent 
an explanatory letter to those 
who ordered along with his re- 
grets in the matter. Now not re- 
ceiving the stamps got a lot of 
folks real worked up. They want 
the dealer barred irom further 
advertising, blacklisted and con- 
signed to the nether regions. 

This, all of you must remember 
“An advertisement is nothing 
but an offer to do business on 
the part of the advertiser. He 
can accept or reject orders as 
he sees fit. He is not bound to 
deliver at the price listed for 
the object, and is within his legal 
rights in refusing to do so, espec- 
ially when it will work to his 
disadvantage and hardship.” 

Now don’t argue with me on 
the matter. This principle has 
been decided in courts of law. It 
is designed to protect an inno- 
cent party from unfavorable re- 
sults of innocent negligence. 

So don’t go getting your dan- 
der and your blood pressure up 
on such things. If the tables 
were reversed would you pena- 
lize yourself? 

There have been cases where 
dealers have delivered at the “‘er- 
ror” price just to maintain good 
will. But they were not required 
by law to do so. 


Each year some readers at- 
tempt to send envelopes for first 
day service and money for the 
purchase of stamps and other 
things to me at our booth in 
the ASDA Stamp Show in New 
York. I must remind them again 





If you have sent anything you 
will get it returned. It just is not 
possible to help ‘you. 





A fellow brought a cover col- 
lection to the office the other day 
wanting to know what it would 
be worth. It contained United 
States as well as foreign FDC’s, 
first flights and other special 
event items. 

I did not attempt to satisfy 
his curiosity since that would 
have involved quite a bit of time 
which I do not have. There is 
one thing which might be of 
some value to you. He had been 
cheap and used the ordinary 
sulphite bond paper envelopes. 
Most of them had turned yel- 
lowish with age and because of 
that fact had lost a good deal of 
value. 

Cheapness always’ catches up 
with you. For covers you want 
to keep looking nice in your al- 
bums use the rag content paper 
envelopes. They cost more but 
they will look fresh for a long, 
long time with ordinary care.

It consisted of a globe 
in front of which two hands were 
exchanging letters, and dedica- 
tory wording. A purple cancel- 
ling was used.

New Lebanese Commemoratives 


Lebanon’s Post Office Depart- 
ment, which has been reissuing 
old designs in new colors for the 
past few years’ definitive sets, 





designers’ budget on commemora- 
tives. 

In addition to last year’s Baal- 
bek Music Festival set and 1957’s 
Arab Kings and Presidents issue, 
two new airmail commemorative 
series have been ordered for this 
year. 

In honor of the 1957 Baalbek 
Music Festival (July 1 - Septem- 
ber 1) veteran designer Koroleff 
prepared a series of designs for 
submission to the president of the 
festival committee, Madame 
Camille Chamoun, first lady of 
the Lebanese republic. 

The first lady rejected a design 
showing the native Lebanese 
“Dabke” dance, featured during 
the closing days of the festival, 
but this was snapped up by en- 
terprising Farah G. Farah, the 
stamp dealers’ executive secre- 
tary, whose Middle East Philately 
firm had Mr. Koroleff convert it 
into a cachet for another 1000 
First Day covers. 

In keeping with the predomi- 
nantly classic nature of the music 
festival, Mme. Chamoun finally 
selected two Koroleff designs for 
the new series: 

The portal of the Temple of 
Bacchus, with a Grecian comedy 
mask and a harp worked into the 
side of the design, and the re- 
stored grand colonnade of the 
Temple of Bacchus. 

In order for the set to equal two 
Lebanese pounds it was ordered 
in the denominations of 15pi. 
(paying basic airmail rate to the 
nearest Arab Postal Union coun- 
tries), 35pi. (airmail to Europe), 
50pi. (with 15pi. makes up air 
rate to U.S.), and 100pi. for heavy 
air letters, registry, etc. 

This set was authorized by a 
special act of parliament because 
the profits are to be turned over 
to the Festival Committee to re- 
imburse the committee for ad- 
vances made to cover the travel 
and expenses of the famous mu- 
sical teams featured at the festi- 
val. These included London’s Old

In addition to purely musical 
features, Shakespeare’s plays and 
modern dramas were enacted on 
the grand staircase of the Tem- 
ple of Jupiter. The last few days 
were devoted to folk dancing. 
The other set is to commemo- 
rate the Arab Olympic Games due 
to take place this fall in the new 
Beirut sports stadium. All of the 
independent Arab states (Moroc- 
co, Tunisia, Libya, Egypt, Sudan, 
Jordan, Lebanon, Syria, Iraq, 
Saudi Arabia, and Yemen) with 
the possible exceptions of Egypt 
and Yemen, plus a probable team 
from the Gaza Strip of Palestine, 
are expected to participate. King 
Mohammed V of Morocco has an- 
nounced that for the first time 
his kingdom’s athletes will par- 
ticipate under their own national 
colors instead of under the aus- 
pices of the French Union. 

This will give Lebanon’s stamp 
designers a wider field of en- 
deavor than the restricted nature 
of the Arab Kings and Presidents 
series, in which to honor virtual- 
ly all of the brother Arab states. 
Efforts are being made to per- 
suade Egypt to participate even 
to a limited extent, although her

Persian Gulf Philatelic Prospects 


Change of the Indian currency 
system to the decimal basis, with 
the corresponding need to re-is- 
sue United Kingdom “anna” over- 
prints for Kuwait, Bahrain, Qatar, 
the Trucial Coast and Muscat, 
provided an opportunity for the 
newly oil-rich Sheikh of Qatar, 
between Bahrain and the Trucial 
Coast, to demand _ distinctive 
postal paper for his tiny peninsu- 
lar realm. 


This was provided in the form 
of a “Qatar” overprint in block 
letters at the top of current Eliza- 
beth II U.K. regular issues, which 
were also overprinted in the new 
NP currency at the bottom. 

The neighboring Sheikh of 
Bahrain, who has steadily been 
extending his local stamp series, 
may now be expected to demand 
distinctive Bahrain adhesives 
rather than overprinted U.K. 
stamps for overseas mail as well, 
and the ruler of Kuwait, having 
put his own house in order along 
other reform lines, is expected to 
follow suit. 


This leaves only the Trucial 
Coast and Muscat with United 
Kingdom stamps _ overprinted 
with Indian currency values and 
not identifiable except by_ their 
cancellations. The former Pirate 
Coast states have no federation 
to handle a uniform stamp issue 
and some states are so small that 
their postal systems are only 
nominal. Muscat’s sutton, Said 
bin Taimur, claims to be inde- 
pendent, but in view of his recent 
dependence on Britain to uphold 
his rule in Oman, it is doubtful 
that he will seek to weaken vis- 
ible links with his powerful pro- 
tectors by philatelic changes at 
present. 


More Syrian Provisionals 


In additional to the 12%pi. red 
violet previously described in this 
column (with Arabic lettering 
and numerals only), it now ap- 
pears that there is a 15pi. in the 
same design, probably the “gray 
variety reported by Scott Publi- 
cations, and a small format 2%pi. 
green (“cotton”) type, all issued 
during shortages of the regular 
definitives of these values. The 
figure of value of the 15pi. 1s 
easy to distinguish as it looks like 
“10” in western “Arabic” numer- 


als. 
Yemen Camel Mail Again

Russian Sputnik 
Shown On Stamp 


The Communists of the U.S.S.R. 
have not overlooked the postage 
stamp in promoting propaganda 
in connection with the Sputnik 
launchings. According to J. & H. 
Stolow, Inc., of New York City, 
stamp wholesalers, they have re- 
ceived a couple of commemora- 
tives on which rockets and the 
sattelite appear. 











To come is a special single or 
set with more of the two space 
objects. 

In October the Russians mark- 
ed the 100th anniversary of the 
birth of K. E. Ziolkovsky whom 
they credit as the inventor of 
Rocket Research. This scientist’s 
portrait is flanked on the left 
with a space satellite, and on the 
right by a rocket and planet 
scene. 

The Stolow firm advises that 
they had copies of the stamp 
immediately after Sputnik was 
launched. This indicates that it 
was printed some weeks before 
the object was’ sent to outer 
space. This could have involved 
a security risk inasmuch as no 
contact with outer space had 
been made at that time. 





Kings, Queens On 
New Greek Series 


A new definitive series for reg- 
ular postage was released by 
Greece on November 15 consist- 
ing of 14 stamps. It replaces that 
issued in 1956 which pictured cer- 
tain of the kings and queens 
of the nation.

Since the latter 
are dull and uninteresting below 
the value of one shilling, I cus- 
tomarily avoid them and take 
advantage of the local union reg- 
ulations to supplement postage 
with state stamps, which are very 
seen in used condition 
by collectors overseas.

This famous pio- 
neer was the first to cross the 
Tasman Sea between the two 
dominions in 1928. It is expected 
that these forthcoming pictorials 
will show the daring pilot and 
his historic plane, the “Southern 
Cross”. _ 

Kingsford-Smith made a lot of 
aerophilatelic history in his day 
and many of the covers he car- 
ried aloft in his early flights are 
greatly prized by specialists. His 
name is probably represented in 
your collection also (see Austral- 
ia, Scott C2). 

In case you don’t see Australia 
C2 in your album, you might 
well try to obtain this item now 
as the publicity attendent to the 
forthcoming commems will sure- 
ly increase the interest in and

Corrective Comment 
On Israel “Reprints” 


| Misleading and false informa- 
tion is being publicized concern- 
ing the printing of commemora- 
tive stamps by the State of Is- 
rael. Statements are appearing 
in the philatelic press to the ef- 
fect that Israel has made several 
printings of the 9th Indeper.d- 
ence, Bezalel and i957 Festival 
issues. Such is not the case, states 
Jacques Minkus, head of the Is- 
|rael Philatelic Agency in Ameri- 





jea, Inc., official agency .of the 
| Government of Israel in North 
America. 


According to existing practice, 
Mr. Minkus points out, 
raeli Ministry of Posts has never 
before, and is not now, reprint- 
ing any commemorative issues. 
Since the inception of the State 
of Israel with its first historic 
“Doar Ivri” issues, this principle 
has never been violated. 

However regular issues are 
printed es needed. This is the 
case with the Tribes series which 
are now being printed on unwa- 
termarked paper and will con- 
tinue to be available on this 
stock. On October 29 a release 
was sent from this agency stat-

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I have the greatest of respect for 
our London General Post Office. 
They are a conscientious, hard- 
working, and generally efficient 

oup of people—civil servants 
who know their job and do it well, 
They see to it that the mail comes 
and goes with unfailing regularity; 
that the thousand-and-one jobs 
which are the ancillary function of 
the British Post Office—from sell- 
ing National Insurance stamps to 
issuing driving licenses— are done 
competently and without fuss. 


The level of complaint (and this 
js a criterion which can be applied 
to almost any section of the Brit- 
jsh_ civil service) is very low in- 
deed. Her Majesty’s commission- 
ers are careful people, and recruit 
well. 

They are, however, also a con- 
gervative set of individuals, and 
changes of policy, especially in a 
department with a long and high 
tradition, are hard to implement. 
And they are harder still to im- 
plant into a staff of officials who 
have long been used tc thinking 
along “‘established”’ lines. Britain 
ever was a traditional country, and 
I suppose it is not to be wondered 
at that once a certain item per- 
forms its function well, it’ is not 
changed without very sound rea- 
son, 

You will wonder what this is 
leading up to. Well, it is a matter 
of arithmetic. The Post Office, as 
part of the Civil Service, imple- 
ments government policy in paying | 
its employees (especially in the! 
operating grades) salaries which |! 





are equivalent to the wage levels 
in private industry. If they did 
not, there would be no operating 
after a while. 

The result, however, as I dis- 
cussed before, is a £42 million 
($117,000,000) deficit between in- 
come from postal revenues and ex- 
penditure on the service. That’s 
not chicken feed. Part of the dif- 
ference (most of which was cover- 
ed by rate increases reported last 
month) will be taken in the form 
of philatelic sales revenue. 

Alas, the high _ expectations, 
ranging from an anticipated half 
million items to ten times (!) that 
amount wished for from the new 
first day cover service did not ma- 
terialize. According to figures pub- 


lished in the “Philatelic Export- 
er’’, about 60,000 covers received 


the Scout stamps affixing-and-can- 
celling service. Concerning the 
Mayflower Stamp Co. wild dreams 
which apparently started at the 
two-million mark, let us say they 
were responsible for 40,000 out of 
the total thus serviced. It made 
“Stamp Collecting’? wonder wheth- 
er and how they were going to ful- 
fil their anticipated £50,000 ($140,- 
000) contribution to the Boy Scout 
Assn. funds. 

Be that as it may, the Post Of- 
fice must be wondering where the 
philatelic attraction had got to. 
They provided a most reasonable 
service at a small fee of 2!4d 
(about 3'%4c), thus by a matter of 
arithematic could made the follow- 
ing income:

A lot of ground has been covered since Charles Lutwidge Dodgson, 
that English minister who is rather better remembered for his mathe- 
matics than for his churchly activities—and infinitely more for his 
fanciful fiction written under the pen name of Lewis Carroll than for 
all his other efforts combined—first did something about the inconveni- 
ence of having to ferret out loose stamps all about his desk. 

He finally got around to solving this problem some 34 years after his 
“Alice in Wonderland”’ was first published, and his effort resulted in 
‘“Fhe Wonderland Postage-Stamp Case”’.

booklets wrote, ‘‘For $5 I will send 
you a pound of stamps with which 
you can make up as many booklets 
as you need.’’ Obviously, he had 
approval booklets in mind. 

It was tiring and monotonous to 
explain repeatedly that a stamp 
booklet was one of those small 
books of stamps sold at postof- 
fices. Once the dealer understood 
what was sought, he would drag 
forth a small bundle of dirty, dog- 
eared booklets. Often,. to make 
matters worse, his prices were en- 
graved with heavy pencil on the 
bent and soiled covers, and in 
most instances they would be cur- 
rent or common items bearing 
prices that had no relation to their 
actual value. 


Some dealers did know what 
stamp booklets were but did not 
know how to merchandise them. 
They kept the booklets mixed 
in with regular stamps in their 
stock books, 

A request for booklets meant 
a search through each and every 
stock book, sometimes with very 
slim results. 

Booklets stored in their own 
stock book or protected by glass- 
ine envelopes in a file box would 
have made things easier for both 
customer and dealer. 

Other dealers, being too busy 
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Monday, November 25, 1957 | 











to search through many stock 
books, would ask for a want 
list. This was an impossibility 
because the booklet collector him- 
self did not know what booklets 
had been issued. All he wanted 
was something that he did not 
yet have, and he could deter- 
mine this only by checking his 
holdings against the dealer’s 
stock, there being no _ booklet 
catalog in existence at that time. 

The first real booklet catalog 
was the magnificent work by 
Jacques Rogers, published in 
1947—unfortunately, now out of 
print. . Beautifully printed on 
glossy paper and illustrated with 
many fine photos from the Rog- 
ers collection, this catalog filled 
a great need. At last the booklet 
collector had a checklist and 
could classify his booklets and 
_know what was missing. 


There was, however, one great 
criticism of this catalog — the 
valuations in most instances were 
too high, at least for those times. 
Nevertheless, the high valuations 
did serve a good purpose in that 
they lured many booklets from 
obscurity into the auction rooms 
where they became available to 
those who wanted them. 

It is now ten years since the 
Rogers Booklet Catalog was pub- 
lished and the picture in booklet 
collecting has changed greatly. 
There are many more booklet 
collectors now than there were 
before 1947. Many new booklets 
have been issued since then, and 
many old ones that had never 
been listed have been discovered. 

Some booklets that were 
thought scarce have been found 
in quantity and are now con- 
sidered common. Other booklets 
that were easily obtainable have 
now become valuable. Dealers 
are supplying booklets on new 
issue service and a number of 
specialist dealers have large price 
lists of old and new booklets. 

Information about booklets is 
now more plentiful. Many of the 
foreign catalogs now list booklet 
panes and some list the complete 
booklets. In addition there have 
been published a number of books 
and brochures devoted exclusive-

ly to the booklets of a specific 
country. Among them is a very 
recent one on the stamp book- 
lets of Canada, by C. P. Arnold 
which sells for a modest 50c. 

Canal Zone booklets are cov- 
ered very well, though not 
priced, in a beautiful brochure 
by Maj. De Voss of the Canal 
Zone Study Group. “Swedish 
Booklets” by Thorsten Ingeloff 
(in Swedish, but not hard to 
follow) was published a few 
years ago. There is a brochure 
on Danish booklets of the en- 
graved issues by two Danish 
authors whose names I cannot 
recall at this moment. 

One of the most beautifully 
printed books is the one on Swiss 
booklets’ by Muller of Basel, 
Switzerland. Although written in 
German, it is well worth having 
because of its complete coverage 
and wonderful color photos. 

“United States Booklet Covers” 
by Fred Neil is a very detailed 
check list. It describes minutely 
every known variety of U. S. 
booklet cover, far more than any 
collector that I know possesses. 
It is amazing as to the number 
of varieties of booklet covers the 
U. S. has issued! 

Great Britain’s booklets are be- 
ing listed in detail by a com- 
mittee from the British Philatelic 
Society. This is a tremendous un- 
dertaking as there are very many 
British booklets and each will 
have all its advertising inter- 
leaves and ads on the covers 
listed. 

Among-those at work on this 
project are John Mayer of New 
Jersey and the British booklet 
expert, Lt. Col. J. B. M. Stanton 
of London. This project will take 
a couple of years. 

French booklets are _ being 
catalogued by the French and 
Colonies Group, although there 
is a very comprehensive price and 
check list of these by E. Glogg.

Mahroni Young, 
Sculptor, Is Dead 


Ernest A. Kehr 


Salt Lake City led the nation 
in mourning the death of Ma- 
honri M. Young, the Utah-born 
sculptor and grandson of Brig- 
ham Young, the pioneer leader 
of the Mormons. He died, at the 
age of 80 years, in a Norwalk, 
Conn., hospital on November 2 
after being stricken with an acute 
illness on October 5. 


Though Mr. Young is especial- 
ly known for his various master- 
pieces in Salt Lake City: the 
“This is the Place’ Monument; 
the Seagull Monument and the 
statutes of Joseph and Hyrum 
Smith in the Temple Grounds, his 
accomplishments may be recalled 
by philatelists. 

It was Mr. Young who created 
the “Pony Express’. Rider,” 
which was cast by the Medallic 
Arts organization in 1936, and 
used for awards at the Third In- 
ternational Philatelic Exhibition, 
at Grand Central Palace. 

While looking for a_ suitable 
subject for the TIPEX mdeals, 
the late Alfred F. Lichtenstein 
suggested that Mr. Young be 
commissioned to make the now 
famous relief. He had met the 
sculptor in connection with his 
interest in Western Franks and 
felt that the Pony Express sub- 
ject would be appropriate.

ley Gibbons’ “Gibbons Stamp 
Monthly” was hardly less out- 
spoken, 


Look For New ¥ariations 


If you collect British stamps in 
any form of specialized manner, 
you wiil have to keep your eyes 
skinned for the new. watermark 
variations. With the 3d letter rate, 
the Post Office introduced violet 
colored booklets of the 3d stamp. 
For the first time these will now 
be found with inverted water- 
marks. Similarly the coils with 
sideways watermarks must not be 
ignored. 

Currently there are three of 
these: 734d, 2d and 2%2d. With the 
new rates, the 3d will be added, 
and the 144d will most likely be 
dropped. There still is a limited 
use for the 2%d coil, chiefly as 
franking for postcards. 

Of the new postal stationery I 
mentioned in the last of these col- 
umns there is no new development 
except that an improvement in the 
layout and design of the lettering 
and other ancillary matter on Brit- 
ish registration envelopes, and oth- 
er items of a similar. nature is 
hoped for. The Touncil of Indus- 
trial Design is pursuing this aim 
and it is expected that a redesign 
will not be long delayed. 


New Catalogues 


Both Stanley Gibbons and Com- 
monwealth Catalogues have ap- 
peared punctually for the new sea- 
son, and each is excellent in its 
own way. The new Commonwealth 
(QEII edition) is once more excep- 
tionally uptodate and includes a 
wealth of sound information on 
numbers printed and other :tems 
which only an enormous amount 
of patient work can bring together. 
In its specialized field, current and 
recent Colonial issues, this cata- 
logue has no peer, and iustly en- 
joys its well deserved popularity. 

Gibbons have also reissued their 
Part I (British Commonwealth) 
catalogue, this time with a multi- 
colored dust cover, whick will cer- 
tainly enhance its sales appeal. 
Forced by the ‘‘Commonwealth 
Catalogue’’ competition to include 
certain items of semi-specialized 
interests, there is now—editoral- 
ly—rather a strained relation be- 
tween the two. { 

Gibbons gives full size pictures 
of all the commonwealth issues, 
whereas ‘“‘Commonwealth’’ prefers 
the publication of more specialized 
data on shades and printings. Thus 
each work has its own particular 
merits. 

One anomaly which Gibbons has 
now removed is the unfortunate 
separation of countries which had 
left the British Commonwealth. 
Thus Ireland is now united tn one 
section in Part I of SG. On the oth- 
er hand, Egypt, Iraq and Jordan, 
countries whose popularity is at 
present understandably somewhat 
diminshed in London, are omitted 
altogether.

happened is apparent and due to the fact that the whole order was 
not in accordance with regulations, thus it had to be set aside 
until other work was done and then put through. 

Mr. Herzog complains also because he did not get as many 
stamps as he wanted, and that some of his money was refunded. 
This of course was because the agency offered to supply one set of 
souvenir sheets for each four sets. The sets of these stamps con- 
sisted of a set of five postage at 10c and a set of three airmails 


at 44c. Mr. Herzog 


ordered only 20 sets of airmails. He was not 


even entitled to any souvenir sheets on the basis of requirments for 


ordering. 


We believe this is a correct statement of the situation, at least 
it is in accordance with requirements of the Agency for ordering 


this material. 


: In ordering anything from anyone, the proper way to order it 
is to stick religiously to the specifications for ordering if you 


expect to get desired results. 


There is however another matter concerned in these Dominican 
Republic issues. We strongly condemn any country which issues 
stamps in very limited quantities, whereby they are required to 
limit the number that may be purchased by anyone or to specify 
in any manner the quantity that can be purchased of any stamps 
that are offered at the time of issue. 

We do not approve of such methods. We do however believe 
that in fairness to the collector for whom the stamps are un- 
questionably being issued that at the time of release everyone 
should be permitted to buy as many copies of any of the stamps 
as he wishes. We further believe that for special events, commemora- 
tives and stamps other than the regulars should be on sale at 
the agency for a very limited period and then withdrawn. 

Where issués are of limited quantity and sold only if one orders 
other stamps with them or where other restrictions are placed 
on the sale or purchase they are made for you suckers who buy 


them. 


__ Seems what we need is a ezar for the stamp world, something 
like that which governs baseball and the motion picture industry. 
Set up a man of this nature who will pass on and approve or dis- 
approve these questionable issues and condemn them at the time 
of issue. Then let catalog publishers sign a pledge not to list such 
material and let honorable dealers sign a pledge not to deal in 
such material and we can cure the eritter in very short order.

Eric Rosenthal has written the 
story and historical background 
of the Triangulars, while Eliezer 
Blum is responsible for the check- 
list and price chart. The publisher 
is A. A. Balkema, Union House, 
Queen Victoria St., Cape Town 
South Africa. The firm has the 
book at $2 postpaid. 

Mr. Rosenthal’s part of this 
story is most readable—it is not 
cluttered with a lot of superfluous 
defail much of which is usually 
space filler and of no consider- 
able weight to the subject.

easily read and assimilated. 

Mr. Blum has the technical side 
of the production.
